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ILLIAM McKIXLEY'S mortal 
remulns now. rest lu Wcst- 
lavvu Cemetery Ht Canton, 
The third American President to die by 
the band of on assassin has taken his 
place among the; martyrs. A nation Is 
bowed with grief. 

Funeral formalities nnd the outward 
manifestations of a nation's grief wore 
alt tliut remained after Saturday. With 
these over, tluf curtain falls upon the 
third great tragedy 'in the annals -of 
America n Presidents, and that trngedy 
ond the career, of William SloKInley 
have passed. Into history. Already the 
machinery of. the chief executive 
branch of the government has resumed 
Its routine. 

The body of the President lay Satur- 
day night in the room wherein he died. 
It was removed to the parlors of the 
Ullburn house for the funornl services 
at 11 o'clock Sunday morning. The ser* 
vices were simple In forrq.^nnd were 
private, only the Immediate members 
of the McKlnlcy family and their clos- 
est friends were assembled, Mrs. Mc- 
' Klnley wns not with them. 

As the dally life of WMIou McKlnlcy 
was marked by the greatest simplicity, 
so were the last rites and services over 
his casket at Buffalo. Solemn and Im- 
pressive, fulL of the lessons that the 
President bad sought to live out in 
their fullness, there was no pomp or cir- 
cumstance to the closing scenes In the 
now famous Mllburn house. . 

With the sacred hymns that had been 
his favorite music, with the loving 
words of those who had known him, 
with. Just a few of the nearest and 
dearest friends gathered at the side of 
his! bier, the noble victim of a wanton 
wretch was prepared for his last jour- 
ney. Then the casket wns closed over 
Its precious burden and borne through 
the streets of the city to where the mul- 
titude might pass in one long, sad prc- 
cesBlon for the last view of *he kindly 
face. 

Immediately after the swvlces the 
remain 9 ■■ of ' the late President were 
taken to the Buffalo City Hall, and 
there lay In state from 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon until 11 o'clock at night 
More than twice as many as uould hope 
to get through the lines In that time 
enme'from all over western New York 
until fully 200,000 were moaned during 



and physical collate woie out other 
thousands and the thinned, lines ended 
at 11 o'clock nt night. Wljzn the doors 
were closed It wns ostlmabHl that over 
00,000 persons had viewed Uic remains. 

The body of the President was guarded 
throughout the 'night by' Halted States 
soldiers, and nt 7:30 'o'clock Monday 
morning it was re inc. veil iterm tho City 
Hall, und under escort of soldiery taken 
to the union station, from whence a fun- 
eral train wont direct to Wnihlngton. 

Over the bills and through the valley 8 
that lie between Buffalo and the Boat of 
government moved the fnry>rnl train 
which bore to tho capital all that was 
mortal of the dead President. As it roll- 
ed slowly past city atid riling*, town and 
hamlet, Its silent burden lylpf in solemn 
state beneath tho folds of tho flag, all Jn 
full view In the great fun cm r coach, tho 
people of the land gulhcrcd at every sta- 
tion to pay sad tribute to hlqi who gov- 
erned them. Manifesting itself all along 
tho route there wns uu excess of grief, a 
depth of sorrow, a heartfelt anguish that 
tells better than aught else tho place that 
America has reserved for William Mc- 
Kin ley in Its roil of those it loved the 
best. Tho entlro route was lined with 
thousands of weeping and sad-faced men, 
women and children. 

That, Journey from Buffalo with the 
body of President McKlnlcy was a jour- 
ney from 'the great lakes to tidewater 
through wails of, weeping, people. Bells

Rich and poor alike wore the 
garb of grief. Groat crowds of people 
gathered along tho route. . -They made 
hanks of the fields and at tho road- cross- 
ings. They covered houses and fences 
and piles of lumber. Thoy perched upon 
locomotives and cars and roofs and fac- 
tories. Ail bared their heads as the train 
swept by. Schools were closed for the 
hour, and In front of them stood the lit- 
tle bojs and 'girls, Many of them held 
flowers and some had tiny flags draped 
with black,. At every, school house there 
Is a flagstaff from which floated the na- 
tional colors at half-mast. 

Thus William McKlnlcy made his last 
journey to the capital of the nation— a 
journey which was ope long benediction 
from the hearts of the people. 

Ceremonies in Wo* hi acton. 
After the wonderful Journey from Buf- 
falo— n journey of nearly 500 miles be- 
tween parallel. lines of bared heads and 
weeping eyes— the funeral train drew into 
the Washington station Monday night at 
8:45 o'clock. A tremendous throng was 
assembled to greet it> Historic Pennsyl- 
vania n venue wus a sea of faces, as fnr as 
tho. eye could, reach. Not many more 
people were gathered, there those two 
4ths of March witch William McKlnlcy 
rode along this same thoroughfare from 
tho White Houbo to the eapltol toTecolve 
tho civic crown, Monday -night he was 
crowned with a wreath of Ir/vo nad grief. 
In the press of people awaiting the 
train were officers of the army and navy 
and high . officials of the executive 
branches.-. ,WJth President Roosevelt nt 
Its head the cortege was quickly formed 
and the casket containing the body of the 
late President was quickly borne to the 
executive mansion amid scenes of woe 
and sorrow. There it .wns placed upon n 
bier erected In the famous cast room, 
scene of so much of tho ceremonial his- 
tory of our country, and there it wns-. left 
for the night under the. guard of sailors 
and soldiers. .. 

. Tim funeral procession formed Tuesday 
morning and the hotly was conveyed to 
the Capitol, where It was agulu received 
by the guard of- honor and lay Instate iu 
tho rotunda of tho Capital. The.sad pro: 
cession accompanying the remains was 
nearly as large as tho one that passed 
up and down the same route last March, 
when William McKlnlcy entered' upon 
Ids second term. Thousands of tho, name 
men took part In thla putndo aud thou- 



snuds of the same men nod -Women watch* 
cd It from curh and window, . 

Tlie funeral cortege moved from tho 
White House nt o'clock sharp. . As It 
moved a steady drizzle was. falling. As 
the casket was borne from the portico 
upon the shoulders of the sailors nnd reg- 
ulars men stooiTin tho raw drizzle with 
bare heads exposed to the cast wind that 
swept 'across the square. The marine 
band played "Nearer, My God, to Thee" 
as the casket was lifted out of tha hearse 
nnd carried up the cast steps of tho capl- 
tol. 

At 1 o'clock, while the tremendous 
crowd was surging toward the east en- 
trance, to the rotunda, thousands of peo- 
ple, many of wham were women nnd chil- 
dren, were caught la a crush at the foot 
•of the main staircase. Scores of women 
nnd-.chihiren fainted and many were 
borne into the capital, wh#re medical aid 
wns rendered. 

At the Capitol exercises the members 
, of the two houses entered under escort 
of their respective serge ants- at- arms. Tho 
casket nnd the catafalque were decorated 
with silk American flags, also the walls, 
at Intervals around the rotunda. As 
there is ft law forbidding the draping of 
public buildings with crnpe the exterior 
of the Capitol wore no badge of mourn* 
lag. The firing of salutes tfnd the tolling 
of bells took place at the closing of the 
Impressive funeral services nt the Capi- 
tol, nnd for the remalader of the after* 
noon the general public' paid last respects 
to the, honored dead.: J -

CRY DOWN THE RED FLAG, 

Beotlmenta Agalnat AuarchyEx pressed 
at Chicago Memorial Meeting. 

'Fifteen thousand persons crowded the 
great Coliseum Sunday, night to witness 
tho closing of Chicago's memorial ser- 
vices In honor of the late President. More 
than 2,000 wore turned away, aad until 
nearly o'clock thero was an Incessant 
clamor for udmisslon to the great boll. 
Senator Jonathan P.. Dolliver of Iowa 
was heralded as the orator of tbb even: 
Ing, and the vast audience held Its place 
until 10 o'clock, when he began his ad- 
dress. 

The most Impressive feature of the pro- 
gram was the' singing of tho Into Presi- 
dent's favorite, hymns by a choir mado up 
of the Apollo Club, the. Mendelssohn 
Club,' Prof. Kotze n burger's ladles', chorus 
and a number of city church. choirs. .Tho 
audience joined in the .choruses nnd tho 
singing was accompanied by tho Boyeuth 
Regiment Band. « , 

Edgar A. Bancroft, Samuel Alschuler 
nnd Fnther Cox wore the other principal 
speakers. The immense audience seemed 
to be In unanimous sympathy -with their 
sentiments, and the demonstration of en- 
thusiasm nml sorrow was so pronounced 
nnd intense that each speaker. was In- 
terrupted at frequent Intervals with pro- 
longed applause. 

Following are some of the sentiments 
against anarchy expressed by tho speak- 
ers:

Rear Admlrnl Illgginson wns the Brat 
witness. He wnsln'cbinmarid of the bat- 
tlcshlp '.. Mnssnehnsetts": during the . wai 
with Spain, Htggln'soii, wlio at the. time 
of the battle, wns a captain In the navy, 
detailed .movements of the fleet. He Is 
considered one of the nnti-Schley wit- 
nesses. During his testimony he snld 
that the colliers Mcrrlmac dud Cnstino 
accompanied the fleet and that>thc Mas- 
sachusetts was able to take on 137 tons 
of coal without trouble while at sea. Ho 
alss testified that the Iowa took on some 
ceah' 

After detailing tho movement of the 
fleot from May 10, when Key West was 
loft, to Mny 20, when, tlie Colon was 
Blghred, "She was In plain view at tho 
entrance of the hnrbor of Santiago," said 
Higglhson, In response to questions from 
the judge advocate. Then the question- 
ing took another tuck and before the wit- 
ness. was asked if Schley used his utmost 
efforts to destroy the Spanish vessel Lem- 
ly switched the questioning to ,tho block- 
ade. Illgginson testified that the fleet 
.was closer to the hnrbor In the night time 
than In. the dny time nnd that the vessels 
kept couVtnntly moving. 

Then the testimony went back to the 
firing on the Colon, • which ..was nosing 
around the harbor of Santiago. In re- 
sjmnso to questions II i^glnsou said that 
Schley came aboard: his vessel and said 
it wax his plan to .hare the ships pass 
the mouth of the harbor at a ten-knot 
speed and a distance of 8,000 yards and 
fire at the Coloa as they passed the har- 
bor. 

Ha said this was done and that tho 
plan gave the fleet only" about two min- 
utes to shoot at the Spanish. ships, Hig- 
glhson said most of the shots from the 
Massachusetts .fell from. 800 to 1,000 
yards short and that so far as he could 
observe the Colon wns not hit. 'Ho said 
that tho bombardment of the Colon de- 
veloped, tho location and strength bf tho 
shore batteries, the shots of which came 
near to the Massachusetts. He testified, 
however, that the shore batteries did not 
impress him as being, dangerous In the 

least. . t

There was a quick exchange between 
Mr, Rayher, Schley's counsel, and Capt 
Lemly when ho asked Hlgglnson how did 
Schley's conduct impress him, 

"As that of the commanding' officer," 
answered Hlgglnson, evading the ques- 
tion.

FARM VALUES IN SOUTH DIKOTI^.^iTh 1 ^ 
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i* ■ ?:• 'Pet Animals. 

It has, .sometimes been argued • that the 
:a»pingiof^pefc? Animals*, ia one way to 
■develop' the humane instinctB of people in 
general. Like other practices, however, 
this- one considers the number of miserable 
little beasts -yearly trapped, captured, and 
bred in ca^es for the amusement of man- 
kind, it seems aa if soine ■ better -method 
of amusement might be devised. Of 
course, there are people who make friends 
and' companions ' of their pets, and al- 
though no body can be absolutely certain 
about animnl psychology, it may be that 
the dog, horse or bird, derives an amount 
of pleasure from contact with the superior 
mind which more than repays the loss of 
freedom. In the case of a highly bred 
dogor'a saddle-horse'lt is almost certain 
that thia is so. But these aro in t ho- min- 
ority when the whole number of domestic- 
ated animals is considered. 

In theTlrst place, it is certainly cruelty 
. to take a wild creature out of ; its natural 
environment and place it in a cage where 
it con have little exercise, no natural com- 
panionship, and often no suitable food. 
It is entirely possible for people living in a 
country town or small village to tame 
squirrels, birds and other wild things 
without in the least interfering with their 
freedom, if they choose to use a little 
patience. Most wild 'animals will come 
where they are not afraid of being hurt. 
The red squirrel can be coaxed to come 
from his hole and eat corn from the hand 
of humau being, and birds of all kinds are 
easily tamed in the Bame way. One who 
has once enjoyed the delight of winning 
the confidence of the wood-folk will never 
again wish to keep any. of them in a cage. 

The animal which is bred for the pur- 
pose of "domestication, like the lap-dog, the 
Persian cat, the white mouse, or the can- 
,ary,ia usually inferior in intelligence to 
the wild animal, for the very good reason 
that it does not need, aa much brains to bo 
fed, petted and put to sleep as to get one's 
living in the midst of a throng of enemies. 

There are Teally beneficial to children 
and adults; ope is by making companions 
of them, developing all the intelligence 
they have, and the other is by chooring 
pets of a sort whose intelligence is already 
considerable. Children ahould be encour- 
aged to be kind to their peta and to make 
friends' with them, and this cannot ' be 
done unless there is intelligence on the 
other side. If the comfort and well-being 
of the animal is studied it will be good 
for the .master as well as the pet, or 
altriusm generally works in that way, but 
candor will compel most people to admit 
that nothing of the kind is usually done.

The battleship Illinois, the fastest ship 
of its class la the world, has been com- 
missioned in tbe United States navy, 
Captain G, A. Converse assuming com- 
mand with all the ceremony required by 
naval regulations. 

The elaborate ceremonies that hud been 
prepared for tho Inauguration of Gov. 
Hunt nt Snn Junn, Porto ltlco, were not 
carried out, owing tn the death of Presi- 
dent McKinley. Instead Chief Justice 
Qulnonns of the, Supreme Court adminis- 
tered the oath of office.

A revolution has been' declared Jn tbe 
southern part of tbe Stato of -Matto- 
G rosso, Brazil, near the frontier. of Para- 
guay, against the government of Uie 
State. The rebels have occupied Bella 
Vlstn, San Carlos' and Taruma* The 
government forces, assisted hy the sun- 
boat Carlccn, succeeded In expelling the 
rebels from those points. 

The signal office of Uie .War Depart- 
meat In Washington hns received a mes- 
sage from Manila saying that tho last 
link of cable had been laid which. al- 
lowed telegraphic communication with 
the southernmost Island of the Philip- 
pine ' group.
